ONRUSHING RATIONING—Reg- 
istration for fuel oil rationin, one of 
the most complicated and import- 
ant of all*such jobs, probably will 
start Ottober 15, with all oil-burn- 
ing householders in 30 states filling 
out detailed forms. It’s plannd to 
cut overall consumption by about 
25 per cent from normal, though 
keeping regulations flexible to avoid 
actual hardships.

Latest reports are that gasoline 
rationing will become nationwide 
around November 15--and the gas 
we get thereafter may be a mixture 
of various brands, because the 
WPB has ordered “pooling” of out- 
put from all refineries so as to 
make most efficient use of trans- 
portation facilities. Trade names 
will be retained, though. Incident- 
ally OPA finds car driving now down 
to 58 per cent of normal in gas- 
rationed states, but holding on at 
around 89 per cent in other states. 
No fooling about that 35-mile speed 
limit! OPA may put through a reg- 
ulation authorizing rationing boards 
to revoke the gas ration book of 
persons convicted of exceeding tha? 
Hmiltieos 2% 

Meat rationing now appears due 
around January 1, Meantime, pack- 
ers have orders to withhold from 
the civilian market 21 per cent of 
the amounts they supplied to it in 
the same period of 1941, and Agri- 
culture Secretary Wickard appeals 
to citizens to cut personal con- 
sumption to two-and-a-half pounds 
per week, voluntarily, in the mean- 
time. 

BITS GO BUSINESS—Hardly any 
majcsr field of production—in man- 
ufacturing, mining, or farming— 
can boast freedom from man-pow- 
er shortage problems now. They are 
cutting heavily into many a retail 
business and service establishment, 
too Henry Kaiser’s Oregon 
Shipbuilding company shattered all 
shipbuilding records with a 10-daj 
job on a Liberty boat, whose launch- 
ing preceded by four days Mr. Kal- 
ser’s first anniversary in the ship 
construction business .... Machine 
tool production of National Acme 
company has increased 700 per cent 
Since 1939 .... Nearly 10 per cent 
of New Hampshire’s auto. service 
stations have closed... . Carnegie- 
Illinois Steel is recalling its pen- 
sioners and allowing workers who 
otherwise would be retiring at 65 to 
stay on the job, as a step toward 
solving the man-power problem. 

HIGH WATTAGE—American in- 
dustry has been depending more 
and more heavily on electric power 
for many years, but with the na- 
tion’s entry into the world-wide 
production race -the consumption 
has been leaping like one of those 
man-made lighting bolts. Figures 
released by one major war goods 
producer, Puliman-Standard Car 
Manufacturing company, for three 
of its plants are typical of the 
coast-to-coast trend. One plant had 
been a closed-down freight car 
works before it began making army 
transport plane wings, so power 
consumption in that case went from 
zero to several hundred thousand 
kilowatt hours. At the plant at 
Butler, Pa., power use has zoomed 
600 per cent since ordnance work 
began, and at the Hammond, Ind., 
works the boost has been 1,600 per 
cent. Known mostly in peacetime 
as a builder of streamlined trains, 
this company is also a major pro- 
ducer of freight cars, for peace or 
war. Right now 95 per cent of its 
facilities are in war work.

The War Salvage Program in El] Dorado County is bringing to light 
a number of large caches which are being offered to the war program, 


it was revealed Monday morning by H. M. Lumsden, chairman of the 


county committee. 


A card in the mail Monday morning directed the committee’s atten- 
tion to two hundred tons of scrap at the Union mine, near El Dorado.

ee Monday morning said that Al- 
bert N. Brown, of Oakland, will be 
happy to have the committee call 
at his mining property near Griz- 
zly Flat and pick up an approxi- 
mate forty tons. 

Mr. Brown has a son in overseas 
service with the United States Army 

In response to a report that somc 
holders of war scrap materials are 
holding back because they wish tc 
sell their material rather than do- 
nate, the War Salvage Committe: 
urged that they take steps to sel 
the material promptly. 

It was pointed out that it is im- 
portant that the scrap be startec 
on its way to government use; anc 
that whether the scrap is donatec 
or sold is a secondary consideratio1 
as far as the War Salvage Progran 
is concerned. 

Anyone who has scrap rub- 
ber or metals to contribute to 
the campaign may deliver it 
personally to the war salvage 
lot on Lower Main Street, or 
if he will telephone 85, 264 or 
157, arrangements will be made 
for trucks to call for the ma- 
terial. 

A requirement in having the 
trucks call, however, is that 
the scrap to be picked up must 
be on a road. 

The proceeds of the sale of the 
scrap which 1s collected in the 
community campaign will be divid- 
ed between the Red Cross, the USO 
and the Navy Relief. 

According to word received by Mr. 
Lumsden, scrap buyers will come to 
the county to bid on holdings of 
live tons and upward. 

Anyone who has this quantity of 
scrap on hand may obtain a list of 
scrap buyers from Mr. Lumsden and 
may arrange his own _ individual 
war salvage sale.

to bring to our attention the var- 
ious fire hazards that usually exist 
around our homes and farms. 

An inspection of some _ 12,000 
farms has showed that 81 out of 
every 100 farms are risking their 
own and their families’ lives and 


by allowing fire hazards to exist 
that could be easily remedied. If 
your farm or your home doesn't 


| plead guilty to one or more of these 


indictment you're one of 19 out of 
100 farmers or home owners who 
have a reasonably fire-safe set of 
buildings. 

The most comomn cause of fire in 
farm dwellings is the defective 
chimney including flues and stove- 
pipe connections. The obvious pre- 
caution is to clean and examine 
stovepipes each fall before fires are 
started, at least all defective chim- 
neys, and see that all additional 
apparatus is properly installed. 
Keep chimneys, flues and stovepipes 
clean. 

Defective wiring is another com- 
mon cause of fires. If your wiring 
has not been checked by a respon- 
sible electrical contractor this should 
be done. Always use standard fuses 
for the purposes for which they 
have been intended. Never use coins 
or other metal devises that may fit 
the fuse plug. Make certain that al 
electrical irons or other electrica 
appliances are turned off when not 
in use.

30-Mile Speed 
Rule Enforced 


Patrol Will Issue Tickets 
Where Possible If Drivers 
Neglect Patriotic Duty 


A joint appeal to the driving pub- 
lic of El Dorado County to observe 
the new 35 mile speed limit was is- 
sued today by E. Raymond Cato, 
Chief of the California Highway 
Patrol, and Captain E. A. Brewster 
in charge of the local Highway Pa- 
trol squad. 

The new speed limit was put into 
effect in El Dorado County and 
throughout the State, October Ist, 
by the patrol as the result of an of- 
fical order issued by Joseph B. 
Eastaman, Director of the Office of 
Defense Transportation.The intent 
of the order is to conserve the 
tires of privately owned vehicles 
and thus avoid a breakdown of vi- 
tal war transportation. 

The joint statement said: 

“It is the patriotic duty of the 
people of El Dorado Couny and of 
the entire nation to adhere strictly 
to the new speed limit of 35 miles 
per hour. 

“The patrol intends to enforce 
this limit impartially and will stop 
any driver going faster than 35 per 
hour. Citations of arrest will be is- 
sued in every case where the cir- 
cumstances are such as to indicate 
a violation of the rules of safety. 

“It is our hope, however, that the 
people of this community will ac- 
cept the new speed limit as a part 
of the sacrifice needed to win the 
war. If the drivers adopt that at- 
titude, few arrests or warnings by 
our patrolmen will be necessary.”

Facing the Second Front 


A few nights ayo J had a look at the Second Front. J was aboard 


one of the (British) Navy's small craft out on patrol in the Englich 
Channel. 

It was a dirty night. A bad-tempered sea, driving rain. and the 
boat throwing iteelf about in the steelcoloured water like a fish 


struggling on a hook. 


The spray breaking over the bridge soaked through the joints of 


our oilskins. We had to hang on with both hands to keep a feoting | 


on the deck. 
his course with every turn of the minute hand of the clock. We 
didn’t talk much. We didn’t feel much like talking. We just gulped 
down mugs of cocoa splashed with sea water, and kept our eyes glued 
on the enemy coast and our thoughts on the people on dry land 
snug and warm in their beds.

I suppose it was too rough for 
Channel, 


We watched a German raider unloading 


bombs on the Kentish Coast and, at the same lume, saw the explosions 


the French side, Overhead we could hear the drone of aircraft 
engines. And once we let go with a firework display of tracer bul- 
lets as a bomber circled menacingly over head. 

There were no E-boats about. | sUppoKeE it was too roght for 
them. But in the small hours of the morning the German defenses 
got jittery about something or another and fired star shells until it 
was light enough to read a newspaper. In the eerie light of the 
flares we caught a glimpse of the grey shape of one of our destroyers 
tearing through the sea and churning up a wake which foamed like 
a tub on washing-day 
trouble. 

We put back into harbor—grim-faced and red-eyed——soon after 
dawn, And within a little more than an hour I was opening my 
morning mail in the comfort of my office in London. It was an 
astonishing contrast. At dawn I was in the firing-line. By break- 
fast time I was sipping tea in the peace of my own office. Just think 
of it. Not even Moscow, in its darkest days last winter, was nearer 
the actual fighting zone than London has been for over two years. 
And, do you know, even Londeroners themselves are inclined to for- 


get just how near the enemy is to them.—MacDonald Hastings in

other power driven devises used in 
and around barns or other out 
buildings. In the event this is neces- 
sary, make certain that they have 
the proper spark arresting devises 
attached to the exhaust on the ex- 


terior of the building. All grass,! 


weeds or other inflamable material 
Should be cleared from this over a 
radius of twenty feet. 

Never use gasoline for cleaning 
within a building, and never smoke 
Or use any combustible material in 
or around any spark or flame. Oily 
rags or waste should be removed 
from premises. They are the most 
common cause of mysterious fires 
within buildings; particularly rags 
that have been saturated with lin- 
seed oil. 

Never store damp or uncured hay 
within a barn as this creates spon- 
taneous combustion and is a very 
common cause of barn fires. 

Cigaretes cause one out of every 
four home fires. Never lay down a 
lighted cigarette; don’t smoke in 
bed. Have plenty of ash-trays handy 
and always extinguish your cigar- 
ette. 

Matches should never be kept 
within the reach of youngsters as 
children, even when very little imi- 
tate their elders and quickly learn 
to strike matches. At least ten per 
cent of the fires within this county 
every year are caused by children 
playing with matches. 

Cluttered attics or lofts are open 
invitation to fires, stealthily await- 
ing a lighted match or Pp SPOnLATEOuS 
ignition. 

Burning fat or grease on a Braue 
is another common cause of fire 
within the home. One of the best 
ways to extinguish burning fat is | 
to slide a cover over it. This shuts 
out the air.

COUNTY INDIGENT RELIEF 
SHOWS 4 PER CENT 
DECLINE 


The number of people receiving 
county indigent relief in El Dorado 
county dropped 4 per cent from 
July to August, going from 47 for 
July -to 45 for August, California 
Taxpayers’ asosciation stated today, 
reviewing relief trends in Califor- 
nia counties. 


The amount expended by the 


, county in direct county indigent re- 


hef dropped 24 per cent, when the 
two months are compared, the Tax- 
Payers’ association found. During 
July $395 was paid out to county 
indigents, and in August $300 was 
given. 

Over the state as a whole, the 
number of persons receiving relief 
as county indigents was 10 per cent 
lower in August than in July, the 
association stated. In July, 49,093 
persons received this kind of aid, 
compared with 43.496 in August. 

Total amount paid out for relief 
of county indigents by the fifty- 
eight counties in the state was 9 
per cent less for August than for 
July $591.222 being expended in July 
and $539,852 in August. 

In eleven counties the number of 
persons receiving county indigent 
relief was at least one-fifth lower 
in August than in July, the associ- 
ation found. Mono County showed 
a decrease of 50 per cent: Sierra, 
43 per cent; Alpine, 40 per cent; 
Tuolumne, 32 per cent; Del Norte 
and Glenn, 28 per cent; Alameda, 
25 per cent; Inyo and Napa, 20 per 
cent.

PLACERVILLE ONE OF 78 
TOWNS IN STATE TO 
CUT TAX RATE 


City tax rate for Placerville is 
$1.60 for 1942-43, a decrease from 
the rate of $1.62 per $100 of assess- 
ed value for 1941-42, survey by Cal- 
ifornia Taxpayers’ assocation of tax 
rates in California cities shows. 
The survey is based on information 
supplied by city clerks, the associa- 
tion stated. 

County-wfde tax rate levied by 
El Dorado county for 1942-43 is 
$1.22 while the 1941-42 rate was 
$1.33, the association stated. School 
and other district rates were not 
included in the survey. 

The city is one of seventy-eight 
in the state in which the city tax 
rate shows a decrease for 1942-43, 
the association’s survey shows. In 
fifty-four cities the tax rate in- 
creased and in 109 cities no change 
was made in the city tax rate.
